Spotting the shop front shouldn't be difficult, but who - and when - 
might need a bit of help. The when was 1910, and the who Richard Dodwell 
(left) the baker, and his brother William, the next door butcher. The 
butcher's business closed in 1914 at the outbreak of the First World War 
though the tiny shop is very much the same today, with meat hooks, 


butcher's block and pay desk still bearing witness to its former use. 


Eric Dodwell, who lent us this photograph, helped in his father's bakery 
in the early Thirties, producing and delivering bread, and even now at 
the age of 67 goes to Fine Lady in Banbury at two o'clock in the morning 
to open up the warehouse and help get the delivery vans on the road. His 
father, Richard Dodwell, sold the business and both shops in 1941 to 
Bernard Wallin, and he in turn handed over to his sons Lawrence and John 
in 1959. Wallins still turn out in all weathers - including the last 
horrible lot - six days a week to deliver to Aynho, Clifton, Hempton 

and Deddington, and until not so long ago to Duns Tew and Over Worton 


as well. Thanks .... fantastic service, and much appreciated.

~ THE WINDMILL 
COMMUNITY CENTRE 


Looking from the Hempton Road across the winter snow carpet approach, there it 
was in reality, the Deddington Community Centre. Like our Streets and Market 
Square no debris to be seen - clean and tidy. One obviously reflects on what 
the Centre looks like from a distance normally, certainly the remnants of the 
demolition squad does not help but given time the helpers will deal with the 
"tatty" appearance - as a person kindly described this outside appearance to 
me, but wait a bit, when the speculative builder erects his houses no one will 
see the Centre from the road. 


Since July 1981 and our first public activity - barbecue/dance held on the 
‘Royal Wedding day, recent functions held at the Centre have proved the point 
that the existing building - outside and centre walls and roof can internally 
be furnished and equipped accordingly to attract the various Deddington inter- 
ests. Several activities can also take place at the same time and this con- 
stitutes a community centre. 


TENNIS CLUB 
It is reported that a Deddington Tennis Club has been formed and discussions 


are taking place to raise the money to renovate the three existing hard courts. 
This will indeed be welcomed by residents.

Over the past months the Football Club have been considering the use of the 
playing field and centre facilities. A problem to be solved is how the pitch 
should run, north — south or east - west, the point being how does this affect 
a cricket Square should a cricket club be formed and wish to use the playing 
field? A bowling green is another consideration for the distant future - this 
would appear to present little difficulty. 


The following is a summary of a report by the Chairman of the Windmill Community 
Centre which will be presented to the Parish Council. It will be noted the Chair- 
man has set up a financial group - Simon Bouverie, Rob Forsyth, Roger Rose and 
Donald Welford. 


ACHIEVEMENTS SO FAR 


~ Repairs to doors and over 200 windows, and clearing broken glass from 
inside and outside. 

~ Clearing the access to the building. 

~ Reconnection and recabling of part of the electrical system, and fitting 
new lights to replace stolen or damaged units. 

- Installation of outside lights. 

- Heating in the West Hall. 

- Reconnection and repairs to the water supply. 

- New pipe-work including lagging to supply cold taps and toilets. 

- Clearing blocked drains. 

- Installation of kitchen sink with hot and cold water, and cooker. 

- Decoration (not yet complete) of West Hall, entrance and part of Middle 
Hall. 

- Fixing rails and curtains. 

- Removal and sale for scrap of the old radiators and large diameter pipe- 
work throughout the building. 

- Purchase of chairs and tables. 

- Temporary floor in West Hall (on loan). 

- Scouts, Guides, Cubs and Brownies have made their new Headquarters quite 
comfortable.

PLANS FOR THE CENTRE 


In view of the questions raised by the developer of the building land (in front 
of the buildings) all plans must take account.of the possibilities which could 
arise. These are - 


a) The developer may not wish to become involved or, even if he does, 
it may take too long to carry out the necessary negotiations and 
the developer may decide to proceed with the original plan. 


b) Partial demolition of the existing building, and a new extension 
linked to the remainder. This would be suitable for indoor sport- 
ing activities. 


c) Partial demolition and a separate new building. 
d) Total demolition and a complete new building. 


The Centre cannot become financially self-supporting without further development 
which will make it sufficiently attractive to organisations wishing to use it. 


FUNDS FOR DEVELOPMENT AND IMPROVEMENT 
Applications for grants have been made to the following - 


i) The Sports Council - there has been an encouraging response. 
ii) Cherwell District Council - the possibility of 25% of up to £5,700. 
iii) Cherwell Lottery - no response. 


The committee have decided that to enable them to carry out the longer term plans 
and to establish an independent body, it will be necessary to make secure finan- 
cial arrangements. With this in mind a financial working group has been formed. 
This group will investigate ways and means of furthering the progress of the 
Windmill Community Centre. When the stage has been reached for major decisions 
to be taken, the Windmill Committee will report to the Parish Council. 


In the meantime the committee ask for the continued support of the Parish Council 
by meeting the cost of rent for the next year, contributing towards running costs 
until the activities at the Centre are sufficient to meet the running costs, and 
to contribute towards some of the projects which are necessary to allow an 
increase in revenue. 


The committee will continue their fund raising efforts to minimise the need for 
requests to the Parish Council.

The report of the Chairman of the Windmill Community 
Centre was discussed and during the discussion the 
Chairman informed the meeting that he had received 
from the Windmill site builder proposals to build 

more houses by demolishing part of the existing 
buildings i.e. the Scout and adjacent halls. The 
builder would replace these halls with a building 
shell. It was noted he suggested continuing the 
service road into the new houses and create a rubble 
blinded car park at the west end. The Chairman 
referred this to the Financial Group to consider. 

Rob Forsyth then asked, as a member of the Financial 
Group, when he was negotiating with the various bodies he would like to do so 
with the full support and backing of the Parish Council. Mr Welford supported 
this suggestion and the Chairman agreed that the Financial Group would act on 
behalf of the Parish Council and refer directly back to them and not as sug- 
gested through the Windmill Community Centre Committee,

Profile - Fred Deely 


A spruce 78 year old, Fred Deely over the 
years has contributed much to Deddington, 
be it in business, sport or the Congrega- 
tional Church. 


Fred's wife, Florence, shares his interest 
in gardening and has her own greenhouse 
for producing the house and garden plants. 
They have one daughter, Cynthia who plays 
an active part in village life and two 
grandchildren, Debbie and Neil. 


Fred was born in a house next to the 
library - his younger sister looked after 
the family after his mother died when he 
was nine years old. 


Up to 1960 a levy of sixpence per year 
was paid to the Cartwrights of Aynho for 
the step in front of the house door. 


The library he reminded me was formerly 
the Court House and it was Fred who | 
demolished the three cells. 


A great sportsman Fred played football 
for Deddington, was in the rifle team 
competing in the County Rifle League, used to shoot over seven farms, now only 
permitted on one. As a young man he swam in the deep hole at Clifton Mill and 
remembers that in the river above the two sons of Mr Bowler (of Bowler hat fame) 
were drowned and let me add (and it didn't come from Fred) he was responsible 
for saving one of his fellow mates from drowning in 1926. The sport closest to 
his heart is bowls, he won the County Singles Officer's Cup and with Peter 
Franklin and Maurice French the County Triples. In 1969 he won the County 
Singles and was a quarter finalist in the England Championship. Fred has played 
27 times for the County and still looks after the Green in Earls Lane.

The Deelys have serviced the Deddington district for generations be it as con- 
tractors, carriers and coal merchants. In Fred's early life Deddington was a 
bustling market town in competition with Banbury but the railway changed all 


that. 


Horses were the means of contracting. power; his grandfather had the contract with 
the County Council to fill in the ruts on the stretch of road between Banbury and 
Sturdy's Castle. The contracting connection with the Council lasted for many 
years. In the carrier business the orders from the Deddington residents were 
taken early in the morning collected in Banbury and delivered back to the folk 

in the evening. From an old lady's order of 1} lbs of tripe from Molds he was 
given a penny for the delivery - _ 
Ped considered this far too little 
and later gave up the carrier “ie : ei: 
business. . ' ee * ees ec 
In 1927 he purchased a Ford Model 
'T' 25 cwt lorry and later took 
over the coal merchants business 
from his uncle, Edward Deely. 

The Ford was changed to a Bedford 
from then on Bedford trucks were 
used over the years. 


Like many of our senior citizens 
he recalls the hustling Horse 
Fair during the annual Puddin & 
Pie Fair and remarked that when 
a youngster as the church clock 
struck three in the afternoon a , 
gentleman from a high window in The Hermitage threw out to the children a shovel 
full of hot pennies.

He maintains that Deddington's great day for many years was the Annual Flower Show. 
Apart from the mar- 
quees and side shows 
there was a special 
event organised by 

a local organisation 
each year. 


My picture of Fred 
Deely used to be a 
quiet spoken help- 
ful character, in 
the mate's seat of 
his lorry driven 

by his son-in-law, 
Ray Garvey, then 
later this sprightly 
trig Deddingtonian

his dog either up the lanes or along the Banbury road, smoking his pipe. He first 
started smoking by stealing the odd puff from his father's pipe and smokes anounce 
of St Bruno a day. 


Much credit, with his permission, must go to his wife, who has certainly satisfied 
the inner man with her cooking over the years, you see Florence was Dr Holloway's 
cook at the Old Post House in New Street. 


Fred is a gentleman with rich character one who is a delight to know and respect.
